deserted mill and an abandoned gold 
mine. 


Several years ago a mill was built 
at Florence, Col.; to treat ore with a 
cyanide process, w hic h failed, a man 
from Kansas City 
bought (he mill, 
together with an old mine .for $10,- 
000, and organized the Colorado Min­ 
ing, Milling and 
Leasing 
Co.,; used 
the structure to get out a prospectus 
and sold stock 
to 
tho 
amount of 
$720,000 to 
Kansas and 
Nebraska 
people. 
Insurance on the place required a 
special risk contract, by which pro­ 
tection to the amount of $60,000 was 
obtained from seven different com­ 
panies. 
The mill was destroyed by 
fire. Six companies paid claims pre­ 
sented, but the seventh refused. 
The Kansan assigned the suit to 
tho. bank and disappeared. Damages 
In the sum of $21,000 with interest at 
8 per cent were awarded to the cash­ 
ier, acting as receiver for the bank. 
against the insurance company. 
The money received from the suit 
will place the bank on its feet.
